Dedications

Omaha, St . Luke’s, Rev. O. W. Ebright, pastor. On March 6, 
1932, was dedicated to the glory of God and the advancement of His 
Kingdom a beautiful new church which cost, together with its furnish- 


ings, approximately $74,000.00. With the lot it has a total valuation 


of $80,000.00. At the eleven o’clock service, Rev. W. F. Rangeler, D. 
D., Western Theological Seminary, preached the sermon and assisted 
the pastor in the dedicatory service. In the afternoon at three o’clock, 
Dr. Elmer Harner of St. Paul’s, Denver, delivered the main address.

Synod. The church was well filled and total cash offerings of the 
day approximated a thousand dollars.

The owner of the Falls City Lutheran Hospital was in communi- 
cation with your President relative to purchasing this property by 
the Synod.

1. The Executive Secretary of the Board of American Missions 
informed your President that the Secretary of the German Nebraska 
Synod had sent a communication to the Board protesting against our 
Synod starting a congregation in Columbus, Nebraska, also against 
the Board’s granting aid to the Columbus church. 

Your president wrote to Secretary F. F. Fry, D. D., and gave 
a detailed history of the development of our Columbus church. This 
letter had the approval of our Mission Committee and our adjudica- 
tion committee. | 

2. Another protest concerning the starting of our church in 
Columbus was also filed with the Executive Board of the United Luth- 
eran Church by the German Nebraska Synod. 

Your President had a letter from Dr. F. H. Knubel, President of 
the Executive Board relative to the.Protest. This letter advised that 
the two Synodical Presidents try to adjust the existing difference be- 
tween themselves. From the minutes of the Executive Board, April 
14th, it was learned that the President was given authority to arrange 
for such a meeting on October 12, 1932, at 10:00 A. M. where the of- 
ficials of the Synods and the Executive Board or its representatives, 
can adjudicate the difficulty.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION FUND 


1. Collections. On the $177,000 subscribed, $73,028 or 41% had 
been paid by May 1, just before the sixth payment was due. An an- 
alysis of the individual pledges reveals that at this date they were an 
average of 13% in arrears on payments accruing up to May Ist. 

Of $50,657 pledged in Nebraska, $20,030., or 39% was paid to May 
1, 14% of Nebraska subscriptions are in arrears. 

2. Continuance. The total subscriptions remain unchanged, ex- 
cept as hereinafter noted. Several congregations, whose councils were 
met by representatives of the college last spring, tentatively planned 
action in the fall; eight of them made definite steps to that end; but 
not one of them materialized when the time came. This because of con- 

tinuance of conditions which made them fearful of proceeding. Near- 
ly every church which we visit presents the same problems in local 
ng. 

3. Field Work. Of the 230 churches in the five Synods on Mid- 
land territory, 160, or 70% have been visited. Of 187 which did noth- 
ing in the campaign, or made less than two-thirds of their goal, 131, 
or 70% were visited. 28 church councils have been met, and college 
representatives have spoken in 48 congregations since the campaign. 

Of the Churches needing continued attention, 19% declare the 
matter closed, 47% are keeping it open, and 34% are non-committal, 
or their attitude has not been determined. | | 

The effort in all our field work is two-fold: first, to cultivate good- 
will for the College and Seminary; second, to keep alive the thought 
of complete participation in the Christian Education Fund. 

4. District Plan. For more centralized control, the territory has 
been divided into 30 Districts, each with a small number of congre- 
gations ing help, and in charge of a District Commander. Six 
of the seven d cts in the Nebraska Synod are now supplied. 

5. Plans. It is hoped that congregations which have not par- 
ticipated, or have not reached their goals, will follow the plan of some 
Iowa Synod congregations. In Iowa, several have written their goals 
into their congregational budgets over a period of years, and two 
have accepted a definite goal to be raised at a future date, meanwhile 
paying interest annually on unpaid balances.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR STUDENT WORK AT 
| NON-LUTHERAN INSTITUTIONS 


There is no place where the need for missionary effort rests more 
heavily on the Church than in the large state educational centers. The 
Lutheran Church has realized this and is trying to meet the need 
at the University of Nebraska and other institutions. 


The total number of Lutheran students enrolled in the University 
this year has been 406. Of these, about 125 are from the Missouri 
Synod and other Synodical Conference branches; they are taken care 
of by the Missouri Synod University pastor, a full time man. Of the 
remainder, the estimated proportion is as follows: Nebraska Synod and 
other English U. L. C., 130; Augustana Synod, 65; German Nebraska 
Synod, 30; United Danish, 25; American Lutheran Church, 10; mis- 
cellaneous, 21. The Committee for Lutheran Student Work endeavors 
to take care of these. This is a co-o itive body representing the 
Nebraska and German Synods of the U. L. C., the Augustana Synod 
and the United Danish Church. 


Its aim is to keep the young people of the Lutheran Church loyal 
and in touch with the Church and its work. For this purpose the 
Committee employs a Student Secretary on the basis of a graduate 


fellowship. The work of the Student Secretary is threefold. 


(1) The responsibilities to the students. 


He counsels and helps to direct the activities of the Lutheran 
Club, seeking to have good programs arranged and in every way pos- 
sible interesting students in the organization. The monthly meetings 
which have been held have sought to serve a contructive as well as 
a social function. Each time an interesting subject by a competent 
speaker has been presented as a feature. Members of the Committee, 
* and laymen, as well as several of the Lutheran faculty mem- 

» have been very faithful in attending these meetings. Two joint 
meetings have been held with the Missouri group, the All-Lutheran 
Reception in September and a Christmas party. 


Nebraska students were hosts to the Southwest Regional Confer- 


ence of the Lutheran Students Association of America, Feb. 19-21. 
According to the retiring president of the Region, this convention 
“was by far the most successful thus far rienced by our section 
of the L. S. A. A.” The attendance at all of the conference sessions 
was very good; over 200 were present at the conference banquet.

For the school year, 1932-1933, the Committee have prepared the 
following budget: Secretary’s salary, $600; Printing and postage, $50; 
Student reception, $30; trips, telephone, etc. $70; a total of $750. To 
meet this budget they hope to receive your continued support. 

The following estimated receipts will clear the budget: Board of 
Education, $400; Nebraska Synod $100, German Nebraska S , 
$100, Nebraska Conference of the Augustana Synod, $100; the 
United Danish Church, $50. Several of this year’s appropriations are 
as yet unpaid. 

Some work is being done at other non-Lutheran institutions in the 
State, notably at Wayne where Pastor Heidenreich of our Synod min- 
isters to about 35 students attending the State Normal School 

The Committee feels that this is important work, which is worthy 
of the prayerful concern and the active support of the church.

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE 


The officers of the Committee are Mr. O. Nelson, President; Mr. 
Albert Hedelund, Treasurer; Rev. W. I. Guss, Secretary and Mission- 
ary Superintendent. Sub-Committees: Foreign Missions Rev. W. A. 
Klink, chairman; Inner Missions Rev. F. C. Wiegman, chairman. 


On December 11th the Foreign Mission Committee met with Dr. 
Geo. Drach, of Baltimore and representatives of the German Nebraska 
Synod and a plan was inaugurated to secure contributions for the debt 

of the Board of Foreign Missions. A personal interview with every 
pastor of the Synod was sought in order to impart information by the 
committee. 34 pastors agreed to take up an offering or give the mem- 
bers an opportunity to contribute. $1,400 were contributed in 1932 as 
compared with $282.00 in 1931. The Inner Mission Committee de- 
sires to call the attention of all Pastors and Congregations to the 
literature that is being sent to them from the Board of the United 
Lutheran Church. It is suggested that a sympathetic consideration 
of all of the causes of our Synod and that of the Board be given. 


The following is a summary of the activities of the Missions un- 
der the supervision of the committee since the last report: | 


1. South Sioux City organized 1920. Rev. A. H. Pinkall is the pas- 
tor. Average attendance at the school 136 and at morning worship 
103, annual pastoral calls 989, adult accessions 24, communing mem- 
bers 130, apportionment paid in full, a very beautiful altar installed 
‘and the interior of the church frescoed. The future of the mission is 

2. Lincoln, St. James, organized in 1924. Rev. R. E. Rangeler is the 
pastor.-Average attendance at the school 90 and at morning worship 
70, communing members 44, adult accessions 10, apportionment paid 
in full, chapel, primary and social rooms painted and the parsonage 
repapered. The Pastor continues to serve the Walton-Eagle parish. 
The future is hopeful. 3 355 

3. Sidney -Potter organized 1886 and 1892. Dr. W. T. Kahse is the 2 
pastor. At the last meeting of the Synod these two congregations Eee 
were formed into a parish and aid was secured from the Board. At 
Sidney 27 adults were received and at Potter 7, communing members 
120 and 130, average attendance at school 72 and 24, at morning wor- 
ship 103 and 37. The finances in this parish are much deflated but 3 
both congregations show marked increase in attendance. The future 
is auspicious. 4 

4. Spencer organized in 1930. Rev. Hugh Dowler is the pastor. i 
Average attendance at worship 60, communing members 49, adult ac- =

6. Columbus organized 1931. Rev. W. S. Livers of our Western 
Seminary has been supply pastor since last April. He has received 
a Call and after his ordination by the Iowa Synod will become the 
full-time pastor. The average School attendance is 36 and at worship 
34, communing members 51, adults received 20. The congregation is 
negotiating for the*purchase of a property. Over $2,000.00 has been 
subscribed toward the building fund. Our Synodical Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society voted to give the Lenten Self-Denial Offering to Co- 
lumbus. Our Missionary Committee will continue to give financial 
aid to this Mission. 

7. Dalton united with our Synod at the last meeting. Rev. Herman 
Joens is the Pastor. Dalton-Gurley parish was formed by Synod last 
year, and the parish has become self-sustaining. Your Missionary 
Committee holds a note of $143.54 which is signed by the Church Of- 
ficials for the unpaid balance of expenses incurred in connection with 
the recovering of the church property. 

8. Dundee. Rev. W. C. Stump of Omaha, St. Mark’s Church has 
charge of the development of this work. An organization has been 
effected. A Ladies Circle is meeting regularly. e purchasing of a 
property is under consideration, The future of this field is encour- 
aging.
